commuauisie showed tﬁemchm to be
in Parls.” What nonsense! lad he
boen hers In 1563 and sesntha venom,
the mallee, the hate, tho frightful
tendency to brutallty, tho crewds
rushing to and fro, esger for a viotim,
the absolate reckiessncss with whish
property was destroyad and llves ware
mmcrificed, he wonld hare made ne
snch aesortion ma that. In Now York
Cliy, as I ballove in sll great citles,
capoelally thoss that aro located noar
the zes, there are vast awarms of ho-
man vermin who come to the serface
only in the lnrld light of wickedmess
and debanch.
